When I received a letter asking for a 
mate of certain qualifications I refer 
the writer to one in the same section 
of the country who will come up to the 
requirements." 


Nearly 85 per cent of the letters re- 


ceived were from women, according to 
Father Dalton. A- majority of the wo- 
men 'set forth wealth as a qualification 
for an acceptable husband, -while not one 
man asked for a wife with wealth. 


The bureau grew out of a gathering of 


unmarried young men and women of the 
parish in the priest's parlor last Decem- 
ber." at which Father Dalton suggested 
that there were too many single young 
people in the parish.

END NOT UNEXPECTED 


Munich, Bavaria, Dec. 12.—Luitpold, 


prince regent of Bavaria, died here to- 
day. • He was 91 years old. 


The prince regent_had been in failing 


health for several months and his death 
was not unexpected. 


Prince Luitpold was.the oldest ruling 


prince in Europe in'point, of years, hav- 
ing been born on March 12," 1S21. He 
was nine years older than the Emperor 
Francis Joseph of Austria, who was 
born on Aug. IS. 1830. The latter, how- 
over, has already occupied the throne 
for 64 years, as he became ruler at the 
age of 18, while Prince Luitpold had 
been regent since June 10, 1S86. 


The' immediate' cause of Prince Luit- 


pold's death .was bronchial catarrh, 
which was aggravated by the feebleness 
of old age. 
He passed away before 


his eldest soil, • Prince Ludwig. could 
reach his side from his estates in Hun- 
gary, whence he had departed on Dec. 
9 for Munich when he heard of his fath- 
er's critical condition. 


Prince Liutpold had been compelled 


to cancel all public engagements for 
some time,-but he insisted until the last 
moment on receiving the Bavarian cabi- 
net ministers and his personal suite. 


The death 
of the aged prince has 


caused deep and .sincere grief through- 
out Europe.

The Mothers Never Do. 


_ Judge Carl Tuple's announcement that he will send 


to jail fathers who fail to pay court allowances to support 
their children, aside from having a most salutary eii'ect, 
emphasizes the heroism of mothers and impresses forci- 
bly that no legal enactment is necessary to compel them 
to care for the little ones given into their custody. This 
determination to punish raen so lost to all sense of honor 
that they permit their offspring to suffer the pangs of 
hunger and cold, is another step in a most commendable 
movement, and Judge Yaple has shown himself capable of 
tempering justice to the right degree so that men who go 
from his court for a month or so of meditation in the 
county jail, will have only themselves to blame. In near- 
ly all of the cases where prosecutions are started against 
inhuman fathers for neglect of their little families the 
little brood is brought into court clinging to the skirts of 
the mother, and it generally happens that these skirts are 
*o worn that they reflect the hardships to which patient 
mothers have subjected themselves in order to provide 
food and raiment for their flocks. It generally develops 
that father's foot has rested too frequently on the bar rail 
and that most of his time and money have been spent 
taking in the perspectives of saloon ceilings through the 
bottom of beer glasses. Mother never falters. 
She suf- 


fers and smiles, and it is only when she is driven by the 
wails of hungry little mouths that she resorts to the courts 
to secure from the father of her children earnings that 
should have willingly been tossed into her lap that she 
might expend it for those things for which it was intended. 
Judges are faced usually Avith complex situations in which 
to send to jail a father, precludes the possibility of divert- 
ing any of his earnings into proper channels, but there is 
ample room for the exercise of that judicial function that 
gives the right to imprison negligent fathers, and while it 
is impossible to awaken any fatherly love, it may inspire a 
fear of the county jail that will relieve the mothers and 
provide for the children the comforts the father owes them.

.giving. It is not necessary to advertise our charity, but 
every one of us can get a whole lot of satisfaction out of 
the knowledge that as a community, we are a little more 
charitable than our neighbors,

Strikers Open Fire. 


Several hundred striking employes of 


the New York, Susquehanna and "West- 
ern railroad, ambushed under the palis- 
ades overlooking the lower Hudson river, 
opened fire with shotguns and rifles yes- 
terday on a boat load of strike breakers 
landing at the coal docks in Edgewater.

CONFESSION IS QUOTED 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 12.—Pleading 


before the state board of pardons yes- 
terday for the.parole of a man who has 
been in prison fourteen years for mur- 
der in Portland, Ind., J. H. Conboy, an 
attorney of Hammond, Ind., charged 
that an attorney who, with his partner, 
now dead, he alleged were secretly em- 
ployed to assist the state, helped to 
fajten the crime on the man after an- 
other client, who had been acquitted, 
had confessed that he committed the 
murder.

Louisa Stoltz at Portland, and the ac- 
cused lawyer is.S. A. D. Whiffle of 
Portland.- The client who was acquit- 
ted was'Saauel H. Marshall. 


MB«Mr and Marshall were arrested 


after the body "of Mrs. Stoltz, who lived 
alone, had been found Feb. 12, 1898. She 
had. been killed while resisting robbers. 
Marshall was first to be tried. His 
trial, on a change of venue from Jay 
county, -was held in the Eandolph cir- 
cuit court and he was acquitted. The 
law firm of Williamson & Whipple, the 
former now dead, represented the de- 
fendant. 
Musser, who was tried in 


Blackford county, was convicted Jan. 
6, 1899, and was given a life sentence. • 


Alleged Contract Produced. . 


Attorney Conboy charges that, follow. 


ing Marshall's acquittal, his attorneys 
secretly entered into- a contract to as- 
sist the state in the prosecution of Mus-" 
ser. Conboy produced a copy of the al- 
leged contract to 'sustain this charge. 
The alleged contract provided that the 
attorneys were to receive 5250 in event 
of Mussels conviction, but that they 
were not to be known\ in the case. 
George W. Bergman, now.dead, aii at- 
torney who assisted 'the state as a rep- 
resentative of the Stoltz estate, is al- 
leged to have negotiaed the contract.

Xew York, Dec. 12.—WhUe not agree- 


ing fully with Proffer Bergonie, of 
Paris, who contends that electricity can 
be made to supplant food, Dr. F. St. 
Glair Hitchcock, a noted electro-thera- 
peutist, of -We»t Ninety-ninth street, 
expressed himself strongly on the value 
of electricity in medicine, and declared 
the remarks njade recently by a well 
known physician to the effect that elec- 
tricity is of no value to » patient were 
absurd. 


Dr. Hitchcock stated that he was a 


firm believer in medicine where it is 
needed and did not want to be regarded 
as an "electric crank." He also declared 
that surgery as it has been developed 
today is very wonderful, and that he 
fj"nly believes in the use of the knife 
fvhere necessary, but 
that his many 


J-ears of experience with various elec- 
trical currents have proved conclusively 
that electricity may be applied with 
benefit in nearly any case. 


"Relative to a statement made recent- 


lv by a physician to the effect that elec- 
tricity in itself is of no value to the 
parent I would like to say that such 
a remark is unfounded," said Dr. Hitch- 
cock.' "It would bo fitting to "call at- 
tention to the remarkable feats which 
iave been accomplished only subsequent 
to the carefullv applied and scientific- 
ally arranged electrical treatment," he 
continued.

Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 12.—An auio- 


mobile "liikn" nf the Twi'ntv-tliird regi- 
ment, United Sin ten infantry, from Fort 
Benjamin Unrrtaon, ne:ir here, to San 
Francisco and return noxi sumrm-r, is 
the plan which Col. Edwin F. Glenn, 
commander of the fort, nnd his officers 
liave submitted to Brig. Oon. Ralph W. 
IToyt, commanding the department of 
tho lakes. Gun. Hoyt will nubniit the 
proposition to the ivur department and 
it is expected then to puss on to the 
committee on military affrxirs of con- 
;rre«s. Col. Glenn and" his officers have 
been working on the, plan four months 
and gave out the first information re- 
garding it today. It is purposed to en- 
train the entire regiment with baggage 
and 
full 
equipment, 
on 
automobile 


trucks and fully demonstrate the place 
of the automobile in warfare. 


"We have given the idea considerable 


thought," Col. Glenn said today, "but 
we believe it practical. Other nations 
have been testing the automobile truck 
but not to such a great extent as our 
trip to the Pacific coast and return. I 
hope the powers at Washington will 
give the 23rd regiment the opportunity 
to test thoroughly the automobile as a 
factor in military operations." 


Col. Glenn said the cost of the ex- 


periment would be a small item when 
compared with the cost of a modern 
dreadnought. It was estimated that 140 
cars would be needed nnd that the 
"hike": would cost about $450,000. He 
suggests that the man-carrying cars bo 
constructed to carry two squads, con- 
sisting of fourteen men, two corporals. 
a sergeant and a driver. There would 
be cars also for the officers, for oil, re- 
pair parts, etc.. but all included in the 
140 cnrs needed. Fftcen miles a day is 
regarded i>.s a good march for infantry 
nnd 25 miles for cavalry, unless under 
forced orders, while it is contended sixty 
miles a day could be made by using au- 
tomobile trucks and the men. when they 
arrived at their destination would be iii 
excellent condition to enter an engage- 
ment ut once instead of having to nurse 
sore fact. 
Another argument advanced 


by Col. Glenn for trying his plan ia that 
it often requires days to collect, enough 
cop.diea to transport a regiment by rail- 
road. He says the trip could be started 
by automobile truck and if it was of 
nny grent length the rnilroad companies 
could be ordered to have their conchra

ifc. 


o' marriage is to be negative or pro- 


libitcd. In fact the proposed law pro- 
•ides for the "optional" method, but 
here are certain provisions in the pre- 
iminary draft which will suggest to 
many intending to .marry that they 
hall not tnko advantage of the "op- 
ion." 
In the first place it is provided that 
he couple 
desiring matrimony 
shall 


,le notice of their intention with the 
iroper local authority and then wait 
Ive days for further proceedings. They 
.re given blanks having a number of 
irintcd questions and these must be 
resented to a registered physician who 
vill make a separate and private phy- 
ical examination of both of the lovers, 
;uestioniug them also as to their own 
mowledge of their physical and mental 
:ondition. 
The results of these ex- 


iminations are to be sent at once to 
.he authority to whom the application 
was made for marriage license, and af- 
:er this authority has examined the 
•eport he is to mail the diagnosis of 
;he condition of the man-to the woman 
nd that of the condition of the wo- 
man to the man. After .they have each 
scanned the report in regard to the 
ither, if they decide to 
use their 


'option" the license is issued. 


Be It on Their Own Heads. 


Thus, after all. tho responsibility is 


upon the heads and hearts. of the par 


party and therefore the defective mar- 
riage by defectives would be nipped in 
the bud either by themselves or by the 
physician's report, albeit they would al- 
ways huve their ''option" if they risked 
the examination by the physician. 


One of the objections made to the pro- 


posed law is that it would put obvious- 
ly healthy and fit persons to trouble 
and inspection that would be offensive. 
It is answered that such ssine and 
wholesome 
persons 
would submit 
to 


much under the pressure of swli a law 
if the defectives could he scared away 
from marriage by it. 
As :i matter of 


economy, the physicians aje not to be 
sworn in each case as to the correctness 
of their report, but it is proposed that 
all of the registered physicians in the 
state shall be put under'oath that they 
will make a true report of the answers 
and that their accompanying remarks 
shall be truly based on a careful diag- 
nosis of the condition of the applicants. 


It is assumed by the sponsors for 


the bill that under the operation of such 
a hvvv defectives will either be deterred 
from applying for registration or that 
the report of the physicians in regard to 
the man and woman, the report on each 
being the secret. property of the other, 
will break off the match if either dis- 
covers that the •otherNis-seriously defec- 
tive. 


Of course the lovers could easily ran 


over the state line and get married'with- 
out an examination, but it is argued 
that persons possessed of ordinary com-

ties themselves, but it is assumed that 
if either is found to be seriously lack- 
ing, 
physically or mentally, in any of 


the qualities that make for happiness 
and health of themselves or their pro- 
geny, the other will refuse to take so 
fearful a. risk as to go before preacher 
or magistrate and pledge himself or her- 
self for life companionship. It-is argued 
that in no other way could two persons 
contemplating matrimony get 
BO com- 


plete a knowledge of each other. Love 
and the very intention of marriage leads 
to concealment of deficiencies. 
Love is 


proverbially blind, but this doctor's re- 
port is expected to open .the eyes of tho 
blind lovers if there be anything which 
ought to be revealed that was not sus- 
pected. Thus it may be expected if this 
bill becomes a law that instead of some 
marriages being announced in the news- 
papers following notices-of engagements, 
the headline will read: 
"Cupid Over- 


thrown by a Doctor." 


The woman may have some defect not 


realized by herself, or if conscious of it 
she has concealed it from her prospec- 
tive husband—a defect which would in- 
terfere with her functions as wife and 
mother, and speedily wreck the lives of 
both herself and her husband after the 
halo of the honeymoon had faded. The 
man may have led a life which has 
left him jaded, inert, blase, incapable 
of the emotion of real love, and utterly 


mon sense would invite such knowledge 
of each other as is proposed in the bill. 


In 1R97. 15 years ago. a similar bill 


was introduced into the Ohio legislature, 
iut was ignoininiously killed. 
The 


Dhio bill offered no option—it took the 
business of marrying away from preach- 
ers anil magistrates and put it into the 
hands of a medical board. 
Unless 


physically fit, no license was to be 
granted.

They will at 
least do so with eyes open and not with 
the blindness of love. 


Great Deterrent Force. 


It is believed by the writers and sup- 


porters of this proposed law that thou- 
sands wlio know of serious defects in 
themselves which should deter them 
from marriage would not dare to" apply 
for a license to marry. 
The person 


having tuberculosis or heart weakness, 
or any of the more obscure diseases, 
would invite a diagnosis -which would 
expose this • condition to a prospective 
wife-or husband. The man who had led 
a dissipated life and was a physical 
wreck, although he might still be able 
to put up a good front, would not risk 
an examination which could disclose his 
condition to his sweetheart. A negative 
report would not be desired by either

a recent invention, dating back to 
1786.

.17(6, when Levl Dickinson, a native 
of Weatherfield, went to Hadler car- 
rying with him a new kind ot corn 
teed which he showed hl» friend*, aay- 
ing that when full grown it would 
make better broom* than erer had 
been: made. 
.The Hadley 
women 


laughed'at hint,-: but despite thig, Dlcli- 
Ingon^wai" not discouraged, but har- 
vested bis first crop of broom corn. 
managed to scrape the seed from the 
brush wlttiL a knife and a hoe, after 
which he made his brooms. He made 
the complete broom, including 
the 


handlei, and grew his own flax for the 
twine, the whole costing him little. 
Believing that his neighbors would re- 
fuse to buy the .new Isind of broom. 
Dickinson in 1798 peddled his brooms 
In WlllIamBburg. Aahfleld and Con- 
way. The next year he carried them 
to Plttsburg, The new brooms took. 
for as soon as housewives found how 
much better they were over the old 
husk or. birch broom they wonld buy 
no other. Other men went into the 
business and a new industry was born 
in Hadley. Dickinson lived until 1843, 
lone enough to see the Hadley or corn 
broom in use all over the country, 
and the same broom, with improve- 
ments, is still in use."

Ono of the first of the tndinnians to be 


brought into fine office-holding relations 
with Uncle Sum was Robert J. Truce- 
well. He had been a one-term member 
of congress in a democratic district and 
bad become very popular among the In- 
diana members of the lawmaking body. 
Shortly after he wos inducted into office 
"Perry" Mitchell followed him from New- 
castle to become assistant controller of 
the treasury. 
Mitchell, like Traeewcll, 


'md served fifteen years in office. He was 
still active in the harness when death re- 
moved him. 


One looks in vain these days for tho 


old familiar faces in the best govern- 
ment jobs. 
Perry S. Heath; formerly 


first assistant postmaster general, finds 
work enough to occupy his attention in 
taking care of his large property inter- 
ests during such time n.s he does not 
care to devoto to an annual vacation. 
He has a summer home in Nova Scotta 
and a very handsome—almost palatial— 
residence in Washington, and he h 
about as comfortably fixed as any mor- 
tal could wish to be. 


Killed by Overwork. 


Judge W. L. Penficld. who camo from 


Auburn. Ind., at Mr. Fairbanks' invita- 
tion, to become solicitor for the state de- 
partment, made a very enviable record 
in that office. 
After a tilt with Elihu 


Root, then secretary of state, he re- 
signed and began a very lucrative prac- 
tice of international law in Washington. 
The strain of overwork broke him down 
a few years ago and he died, His body 
was interred at Rock cemetery, this city. 
His widow and two children remained 
here and his son Walter succeeded to hi« 
law business. 


Gen. James N. Tyner,.of Logansport, 


who was assistant attorney general for 
the postofflce department a dozen years 
ago, 
after having served as postmaster 


general under President Grant, died a 
broken-hearted man on account of the 
controversy between him and President 
Roosevelt. 


A. L. Lawshe, of Converse, who had a 


varied nublic service, firit as .a.deputy 
auditor of the treasury for the postoffice 
department in Washington, later in .Cuba 
and the Philippines and afterward as 
third asfiistant postmaster general, is 
now exiled for life in the far southwest, 
where ho is battling against-tuberculo- 
sis. His physicians'advise, him that his 
only hope of life is in staying in that 
alliludinous section 
of- the 
country, 


where the climate is favorable to the 
mastery of the disease, Nolen L. Chew,
